Each time the Intrepid han been 
hit, she has limped back to the 
Hunter’s Point Drydocks, 
many repair men now regard as 
her “home port.” 

The Intrepid, which recently left 
the Point after its fourth overhaul, 
has had a remarkable record. Hit 
more frequently than any other 
aircraft carrier in thé U. S. Navy, 
nevertheless her: planes have sunk 
80 .enemy ships, including ai air- 
craft carrier; they helped. to: sink 
jthe Jap. super-battleship Yamato. 
And her planes and guns have 
detsroyed 650 enemy aircrafts 

In addition, her fliers probably 
have sunk 30 other enemy vessels 
and damaged an additional 179 
ships of the Japanese navy. 

The Intrepid, an Essex-class car- 
rier, was commissioned at New- 


port New, Va., August 16, 1943. 

As one of her gunners put it, 
“The ‘old lady had rough going— 
but she’s a good ship and a lucky 
ship.”

With stories of suicide plane 
damage to many of our Navy’s 
fighting ships fresh in mind from 
recent newspaper accounts, thou- 
sands of San Francisco bay area 
residents visited Hunter’s Point 
Naval Drydocks last Sunday to 
see for themselves what one ene- 
my plane. may do to a ship—or 


what the elements alone may do, 
as in the case of the U.S.S. Hor- 
net. : : : 


The Open House held at Hun- 
ter’s Point marked the first time 
that the public had been permitted 
inside the gates of a Naval instal- 
lation in war time. — 

But the Navy has a brilliant 
story to tell the American people, 
andthe best way to tell it is. by 
inviting Mr. and Mrs. Public in 
and giving it to them firsthand. 

This seems to be in line with an 
apparent overall change in public 
relations policy which has put the 
war on a cards-on-the-table basis 
—even to letting the enemy know 
know where the next blow will 
fall. : 


And the’ public loves it. They 
swarmed through the yard, follow- 
ing the*lanes laid out as step-sav- 
ers over a route which should re- 
veal all that was to be seen—and 
they asked questions by the thou- 
sands, questions which were ans- 
wered courteously and as complete- 
ly as possible under wartime re- 
strictions which must remain in 
force. 


Here, they -were told, is where 
the valiant U.S.S. Intrepid was re- 
paired recently and sent back to 
sea to again’ batter the enemy. 
This 27,000-ton~ carrier had four 
times been badly damagéd by ene- 
my action—but her guns and 
planes finished 80 enemy ships and 
650 aircraft. 


And here was the U.S.S. Hornet, 
another huge aircraft carrier, and 
eighth ship of the Navy to bear 
this name. She is being gone over 
by the men of Hunter’s Point to 
repair damage done by a typhoon 
in recent weeks. 

The Hornet withstood a 138- 
mile an hour gale, but heavy seas 
folded the forward edge of her 
flight deck like the wings of a 
bird. She will go back to sea this 
month after this and other dam- 
ages are repaired. 

Also on display. ‘were another 
damaged aircraft carrier, a sub- 
marine, several destroyers and 
destroyer escort vessels. 


The Open House should have 
conveyed to the general publie 
public what.a tremendous job our 
Navy has been doing—and is con- 
tinuing to do in this war. And 
it was a clear picture of the job 
being done at Hunter’s Point Nav- 
al Drydocks by the skilled civilian 
workmen—and why more of these 
skilled men and women are needed 
to speed the ships back to duty.
